Her entire 
body was burned, the coroner 
reported. The couple's. child- 
ren Clarissa, 2, Wesley, 4, and 
Clarence, Jr. 7, died from 
smoke inhalation. Clarissa was 
dead on arrival at the hospital.

The suit further states that the regulations 
deny teenagers their constitutional right to 
privacy, represents an unwarranted intru- 
sion into family tife and deny the basic prin- 
ciples of confidentiality within the doctor- 
patient relationship.

The parental notification regulation was 
first proposed in February, 1982. During a 
60-day public Comment period, more than 
100,000 letters were received. Reporters and 
others who analyzed parts of the mail indi-

“We have always encouraged young 
women to discuss decisions about sexuality 
and birth control with their families and have 
conducted training sessions and workshops 
for parents to help them communicate with 
their children,” Mrs. Harris said.
